The  slight  increase  in  the  death  rate  over  that  of  1909  is  due  to  the 
increased  number  of  deaths  from  external  violence,  the  death  rate 
from  disease  being  less  than  that  of  1909. 

The  death  rate  among  our  white  employees  from  the  United 
States  from  disease  was  2.63  per  thousand.  If  we  include  American 
women  and  children,  it  will  raise  the  death  rate  of  Americans  from 
disease  to  3.64  per  thousand.  This  shows  an  improvement  over 
the  year  1909,  when  the  death  rate  for  the  above  was  3.88  and  4.32 
per  thousand,  respectively.

^  One  death  from  yellow  fever,  in  the  person  of  a  young  English- 
man, occurred  at  Ancon  Hospital  on  January  24,  1910.  The 
deceased  arrived  in  Panama  on  the  6th  of  the  month  and  was  taken 
ill  on  the  8th.  Information  was  received  that  he  left  the  ship 
while  in  the  harbor  of  Cartagena  and  visited  the  native  town,  and 
it  was  there  that  he  undoubtedly  got  his  infection. 

With  this  exception  no  cases  of  yellow  fever,  plague,  or  smallpox 
occurred  on  the  Isthmus  during  the  year.
